France, Nov. 10, 1918. 


My Dear Mrs. Harnley: 

I want to thank you very much 
for the Upland News I have been 
receiving so regularly for the last 
two months. Three arrived today— 
the Sept. 12th, 19th, and 26th num- 
bers—and needless to say every col- 
umn is carefully read. When thru 
I pass them on to some Upland and 
Ontario boys who are in the unit 
and can assure you they are greatly 
appreciated by ail. 

I am very well and enjoying the 
work as much as ever. We have 
been pretty busy for the last six 
weeks, as you may judge by the war 
news, but they are not all. wounded. 
We have a good deal of pneumonia, 
rheumatism and the so-called Span- 
ish influenza. The war news of the 
last few days is so good that I hope 
some of us may be pardoned for 
making plans for that long-looked 
times“‘after the war.” ; 

At present I am on night duty 
as night superintendent, after six 
weeks’ duty in a surgical ward. The 
eamp is very quiet, the nights very 
dark, and when making the rounds 
have to carry an old-fashioned coal 


oil lantern. We have electric lights 


inside the wards but none outside, 
ae one needs some artificial light 
especially after a day’s rain. I shall

about the work until it can be done 
verbally.

CHESS 


Perhaps the most characteristic 
feature about chess is its extraordi- 
nary immunity from the vagaries of 
fashion. It never goes out of fash- 
ion, because, strictly speaking, it 
never comes into fashion. In almost 
| every city in the world, and in all 
sorts of isolated places all over the 
earths surface, ‘it has its devotees. 
They are generally enthusiastic and 
earnest about it when they 
gather with a kindred spirit, 
for the most part, the fact that a 
man is “a great chess player’ comes 
out “casual like,” after one has 
known him for long. 

In many cases, too, chess playing 
is a forgotten accomplishment, for- 
gotten in the sense that year after 
year may slip by without the quon- 
dam enthusiast ever saying ‘Black 
or White?” to an opponent, setting 
out the men, and addressing himself 
to the game. Once understood, how- 
ever, it is never really forgotten. 
The player may not play for years. 
Chess may be to him but a memory 
of college days, when the working 
out of a new gambit or achievement 
of victory over a noted player, pre- 
ferably ‘a senior, was a great event; 
but, sooner or later, there will come 
the time, the place, 
sion, and the

“Do you play chess?” And the in- 
evitable answer, “Why, yes, I did, 
years ago; but I don’t know what 
kind of a hand I would make of it

play, how this one hardly knows 
'a knight from a bishop, how that 
one is liable to confuse a knight 
with a castle, and has forgotten how 
a knight moves, and whether it is 
the king or the queen that starts 
on its own color. But the inevitable 
result is that the long unused chess 
board, with its men, is unearthed 
from the dark corner where it has 
remained carefully put away for 
years, and, before very long, the two 
sides are in battle array; the first 
move is decided; the gambit. achiev- 
ed and the game in full swing. 

Then is it, indeed, like the skater 
who has not been on the ice for 
years; a few moments of uncertain- 
ty, and then a grand procession of 
“everything coming back.” The quiet 
satisfaction of “deeply pondering”; 
the maneuvering for position; the 
little flurries of combat, a man taken 
or a man lost; the wise precaution 
of “castling your king”; the sudden 
discovery of a deep-laid plot; the 
summoning of every energy to pre- 
vent its accomplishment; the luring 
on of the enemy; his march in blind 
security into your counter-trap; his 
final taking of the move “he had to 
take,” and then, the quick, decisive 
action that settles the matter, 

And suppressed elation 

Finds expression 

In the one word, Check! 
Or is triumph, maybe, premature? 
And has your opponent been watch- 
ing your watch all the time? And 
were you, after all, not the pursuer, 
but the pursued round the tub? And 
is “the one word Check!” followed 
by that which is for the settlement 
of all argument, “Checkmate”? 

But the real chess. player, the 
man who has never forsaken the’ 
play, who, from the chess club at 
college, went to the chess club in 
the town or village; who never 
misses reading the chess column in 
his newspaper, who works out prob- 
lems and “sends in problems,” such 
a man would of a certainty not 
count the two aforementioned re- 
vivalists chess players at all. “Once 
a chess player always a chess play- 
er,” he would say; “otherwise you 
never were a chess player.” And 
so, though governments come and 
governments go, and pages of world 
history are written in twenty-four 
hours, yet does the chess club meet, 
and still are the tournaments plan- 
ned and played. “The war has prin- 
cipally affected chess by isloating its 
masters, and while many names are 
missing from the recent New York 
tournament, still a study of the 
games stamps it as a success.” So 
began a recent article on the sub- 
ject. And now the war is over, and 
masters need no longer be isolated: 
but it will make little difference to 
chess, for the world has played chess 
through it all, just as it has read 
books, and the best books, through 
it all, and is all the better for both. 
—Christian Science Monitor. 
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TO PROVIDE FOR PLACES FOR 
RETURNING MEN 


Called by Director Charles C. 
Moore of the State Council of De- 
fense, an informal conference was 
held at the offices in the Ferry 
building, San Francisco, at which 
there were present General John F. 
Morrison, of the Western Division; 
Admiral Joseph E. Jayne, General 
J. J. Borree, A. B. C. Dohrmann, 
head of the division of the Red 
Cross; P. H. McCarthy, Mrs. Robert 
J. Burdette, and Mrs. Moody of the 
women’s committee of the state coun- 
cil, and state representatives of the 
Y. M. C. A., National Catholic War 
Council, Jewish Welfare Board, War 
Camp Community Service, Salvation 
Army. 

The object of the conference was 
to ascertain what steps might be 
taken for. providing for returning 
fighting men in the interim of their 
honorable discharge from the army 
and navy and ‘their being replaced 
|in industry. There was general 
|agreement that here is need for im- 
mediate attention to this subject. 

It was discovered that while sev- 
eral organizations were giving some 
attention to this matter no one par- 
ticular organization is made defi- 
nitely responsible. The Red Cross 
|reported that their canteen service 
has been organized to look after 
men while traveling, but that this 
duty stops upon their arrival at 
home. The War Camp Community 
Council reported that assistance is 
being given to men with regard to 
places where to sleep and eat, etc. 

Each organization associated in 
the United War Workers Campaign 
declared itself ready and eager to 
cooperate in any arrangement that 
shall make the returning soldier and 
sailor feel that his services have 
been appreciated. 

There was a consensus of opinion 
that the State Council of Defense 
is the proper center for this new 
activity. and it was agreed that each 
organization shall, if necessary, de- 
tail a man for service at the state 
council offices for consultation and 
working out of a plan of registration 
of applicants, etc.

CHRISTMAS THOUGHTS 


Read Luke 2:1-20. 

Again we rejoice to tell the sub- 
limest, divinest and sweetest of all 
stories, Christ the Son of God, born 
in the flesh.

| There is a marked difference in the 
| prevalence of these troubles in the 
‘orange growing sections of this state. 
Those regions where the losses are 
heaviest comprise the San Joaquin 
and Sacramento valleys. Moreover, 
the amount of cracking and splitting 
varies from season to season, in some 
years being very much worse than in 
others. Although occasionally found 
in other varieties, by far the greatest 
amount of splitting and cracking oc- 
curs with the Washington navel vari- 
ety.

content of young developing oranggs 
may vary very markedly within a 
short time. Extremes in variation 
during the critical period will cause 
the fruit to be shed, but after this 
period is passed all danger from 
dropping is gone. During the hot 
dry forenoon the young fruits de- 
crease in water content and toward 
evening they begin to increase in 
water content. They actually dry 
out and then fill up again according 
either to changes in soil moisture 
conditions or in atmospheric condi- 
tions. If the soil moisture becomes 
deficient the fruits are the first to 
exhibit visible effects, losing their 
bright green luster and becoming 
flaccid. But even though soil mois- 
ture conditions do not go below the 
wilting point, if the air is sufficiently 
hot and dry the fruits lose water. 
Such tremendous variations in water 
content occasioned in a_ short 
period of time and brought about 
by environmental conditions cannot 
but be considered as favorable in 
the occurrence of growth stresses, 
especially at the time when such 
rapid growth of the juice sacs is 
taking place. As the rind becomes 
thinner, the chances for splitting in- 
crease, especially if the soil is al- 
lowed to dry and then is irrigated, 
or if very hot dry weather has been 
prevailing and a sudden rain comes 
up. The sudden inhibition of water 
or what amounts to the same thing, 
check in evaporation, results in 
strains and stresses which find their 
release in rupture of the rind. 

The peculiar structure of the navel 
orange, consisting as it does of a 
double orange, one within the other, 
and the central pith of the one act- 
ing as stem to the other, provides 
conditions very much more favorable 
for splitting in this variety than in 
others, which is in -direct accord 
with popular observations. Other 
evidence that this explanation of 
splitting is substantially correct lies 
in the fact above mentioned that 
splitting increases as the environ- 
mental complex becomes more se- 
vere. The San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento valleys, being subject te sud- 
den variations in temperature and 
humidity of a considerable magni- 
tude, furnish conditions much more 
favorable to splitting than ere found 
‘farther toward the coast. This last 
season furnished additional evidence 
supporting this theory. The fall was 
long and dry and in a large part of 
the citrus section no rain fell until 
February. Where the fruit was still 
growing, immediately folowing the 
first rain there were quite a few 
Valencia splits, although this vari- 
ety is little subject to splitting.
